Status of Cholera. 

Surg. Irwin, at Yokohama, reports : 

The number of cases reported in Japan continues to decline. During 
the week ended December 7, 1912, 85 cases were reported, as against 
94 for the preceding week. The total number of cases reported from 
the beginning of the epidemic to December 7, 1912, was 2,647. In 
Yokohama the number of cases reported during the week ended 
December 7 was 6, as against 9 in the preceding week, with a total of 
49 cases since the beginning of the epidemic, of which number 9 
occurred on vessels arriving from other ports.

An epidemic of smallpox was reported present in Spain December

ince and at Tarragona, Almeria, and Malaga. The number of cases 
present in Barcelona was not reported, but it was stated that the 
epidemic had reached large proportions, 16 deaths from the disease 
having been officially reported for the week ended December 7, 1912.
